IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under 
authority  of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act,”  chapter  277 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  and  clause  (/)  of  Regulation  3  of  the 
regulations  made  thereunder,  the  hereinafter- 
mentioned  electrical  signalling  devices  be  approved, 
subject  to  the  following  provisos: — 

1.  That  a  tell-tale  light,  giving  a  clear  and 
unmistakable  indication  to  the  driver  that  such 
signals  are  properly  functioning,  is  installed,  so  as 
to  be  plainly  visible  to  such  driver  at  all  times 
when  driving. 

2.  That  such  signalling  devices,  or  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  such  signalling  devices,  are  mounted  one 
on  each  side  of  the  front  and  of  the  rear  of  the 
motor-vehicle  concerned  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
readily  visible  to  persons  in  front  of  or  to  the 
rear  of  such  motor-vehicle. 

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash 
no  slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a 
minute,  under  average  operating  conditions,  the 
on-period  of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to 
permit  the  lamp  filaments  to  come  up  to  full 
brightness.

Royal  Roads  Game  Reserve  Regulations 

1.  All  that  portion  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  which  is  contained  in  the  following 
boundaries:  Commencing  at  the  extreme  easterly 
end  of  the  northerly  limit  of  Latoria  Road,  being 
a  point  on  the  high-water  mark  of  Royal  Roads,

Road;  thence  in  a  general  north-easterly  direction 
along  said  southerly  limit  of  Sooke  Road  to  the 
easterly  limit  of  the  Island  Highway;  thence  in 
a  general  north-easterly  direction  along  said  east¬ 
erly  limit  of  the  Island  Highway  to  the  southerly 
prolongation  of  the  southerly  limit  of  Burnside 
Road;  thence  northerly  along  said  southerly  pro-

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing 
or  Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  re¬ 
ceived  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session, 
and  no  motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification 
of  this  Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to 
the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  103A  inches  by  IVi  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Pri¬ 
vate  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in 
Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the 
company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further 
particulars  can  be  had  on  application  to  the  under¬ 
signed.

limits  and  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set 
out  respectively,  as  follows: — 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  seasons 
for  big  game,  game  birds,  and  the  trapping  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals,  the  Province  shall  be  divided  into 
two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Western  and 
Eastern  Districts. 

“  WESTERN  DISTRICT  ”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate  and 
lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade 
Mountains  and  south  of  the  Electoral  District  of 
Atlin,  except  that  portion  of  the  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Skeena  covered  by  the  watershed  of  the 
Lakelse  and  Zymagotitz  Rivers  and  that  further 
portion  of  the  Electoral  District  of  Cariboo  situate 
and  lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade 
Mountains. 

“  EASTERN  DISTRICT  ”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Provided,  for  the  purpose  of  the  open  seasons 
on  migratory  game  birds,  that  portion  of  the  Lil- 
looet  Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to  the 
east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic) 
of  Alta  Lake  Railway-station,  on  the  Pacific  Great 
Eastern  Railway,  and  that  portion  of  the  Skeena 
River  and  its  watershed  situate  and  lying  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  Skeena  Electoral  District 
east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic) 
through  the  mouth  of  Kyhex  River  and  that 
portion  of  the  Cariboo  Electoral  District  situate 
and  lying  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade 
Mountains  be  construed  and  considered  as  lying 
within  the  Eastern  District. 

All  dates  mentioned  in  these  regulations  are 
inclusive  and  apply,  unless  otherwise  noted,  to  the 
calendar  year  1951.  There  is  no  open  season  on 
any  game  other  than  in  the  open  districts  and 
during  the  periods  mentioned  in  these  regulations. 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  cease  to  be  in  effect  in  any  area  covered  by  a 
closure  order  issued  by  the  Forest  Service  of  the 
Department  of  Lands  and  Forests,  and  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  ineffective  during  the  period  covered 
by  such  forest-closure  order. 

All  times  mentioned  in  these  regulations  refer  to 
Pacific  Standard  Time  unless  otherwise  specifically 
mentioned. 

The  electoral  districts  mentioned  in  these  regu¬ 
lations  cover  such  districts  as  constituted  at  the 
time  of  the  passing  of  these  regulations.

OPEN  SEASONS 
Big  Game 

BEAR 

Eastern  District. — Grizzly  Bear,  September  1st, 
1951,  to  June  30th,  1952,  and  on  Black  or  Brown 
Bear  there  shall  be  no  close  season.

BUCKS  ONLY,  over  one  year  of  age. 

— September  15th  to  November 
30th  (except  White-tail  Deer  in  the  North  and 
South  Okanagan  Electoral  Districts). 

Western  District. — On  Vancouver  Island,  Hornby, 
Denman,  and  Quadra  Islands,  and  in  the  Nanaimo 
and  The  Islands  Electoral  District,  September  22nd 
to  October  31st. 

On  the  Mainland  and  islands  adjacent  thereto 
situate  and  lying  south  of  Toba  Inlet  and  River, 
September  22nd  to  November  30th. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict,  except  Graham  Island,  September  8th  to 
November  30th. 

Graham  Island,  there  shall  be  no  close  season 
on  either  sex  over  one  year  of  age. 

There  shall  be  no  open  season  on  Red  Deer 
anywhere  in  the  Western  District.

Western  District. — In  those  portions  known  as 
the  Dewdney,  Chilliwack,  Delta,  North  Vancou¬ 
ver,  New  Westminster,  Vancouver-Point  Grey, 
Vancouver  East,  and  Burnaby  Electoral  Districts, 
one  ( 1 )  Deer,  and  throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  Western  District,  two  (2)  Deer.

— In  the  Atlin,  Fort  George, 
Peace  River,  and  Omineca  Electoral  Districts,  and 
in  that  portion  of  the  Skeena  Electoral  District 
situate  and  lying  within  the  Eastern  District,  Sep¬ 
tember  1st  to  December  15th. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Lillooet  and  Cariboo 
Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying  to  the  west  of 
the  Fraser  River  and  to  the  north  of  the  51st 
parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  those  further  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Cariboo  Electoral  District  situate  and 
lying  to  the  east  of  the  Fraser  River  and  north  of 
Quesncl  River,  Quesncl  Lake  and  the  East  Arm 
thereof,  September  22nd  to  November  30th.

In  the  Fernie  and  Columbia  Electoral  Districts, 
and  in  that  portion  of  the  Cranbrook  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  to  the  north  of  the  main 
Skookumchuck  River,  October  1st  to  October  31st, 
and  in  the  remaining  portions  of  the  Cranbrook 
Electoral  District,  October  15th  to  October  31st.

MOUNTAIN-SHEEP 

RAMS  ONLY,  over  one  year  of  age. 

Eastern  District. — North  of  the  56th  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  August  15th  to  November  15th. 

South  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  latitude  and 
north  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway  (Prince  Rupert  to  Jasper),  September  1st 
to  November  15th. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Cariboo  and  Lillooet 
Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying  to  the  south  of 
the  main  Chilcotin  and  Chilanko  Rivers  and  Tatla 
Lake  and  west  of  the  Fraser  River,  September  1st 
to  October  31st. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  situate  and  lying  within  the  area  bounded  on 
the  east  by  Adams  Lake,  on  the  south  by  Sinmax

In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District  (except 
the  South  Okanagan,  Grand  Forks-Greenwood, 
and  Similkameen  Electoral  Districts),  September 
1st  to  November  30th. 

Western  District. — Throughout  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict  (except  on  Vancouver  Island),  September  8th 
to  November  30th. 

Bag-limit 

Eastern  District. — North  of  the  56th  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  two  (2),  and  in  the  remainder  of 
the  Eastern  District,  one  (1). 

Western  District. — One  (1). 

WAPITI  (ELK) 

BULLS  ONLY,  over  one  year  of  age. 

Eastern  District. — In  the  Fernie  and  Columbia 
Electoral  Districts  and  in  that  portion  of  the 
Cranbrook  Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to 
the  north  of  the  main  Skookumchuck  River,  Sep¬ 
tember  15th  to  November  30th. 
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In  that  portion  of  the  Nelson-Creston  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  to  the  south  of  Lockhart 
Creek  and  east  of  Kootenay  Lake  and  River, 
September  15th  to  September  17th. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Similkameen  and  South 
Okanagan  Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying  to 
the  east  of  Okanagan  Lake  and  River,  September 
15th  to  November  30th. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  within  the  watershed  of 
the  Upper  Adams  River  and  Garnet  Creek,  both 
flowing  into  the  north  end  of  Adams  Lake,  October 
1st  to  November  15th. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Fort  George  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  east  of  a  straight  line 
running  due  north  and  south  (astronomic),  and 
passing  through  the  Red  Pass  Railway-station, 
October  1st  to  November  15th.

Throughout  the  Province. — Notwithstanding  any¬ 
thing  contained  in  these  regulations,  no  BEAVER 
must  be  trapped  or  taken  except  under  permit 
issued  by  the  Game  Commission  or  its  authorized 
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agent  and  in  accordance  with  all  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Regulations  Covering  the  Sealing  of  Beaver- 
pelts. 

MUSKRATS  are  only  to  be  taken  by  the  use  of 
traps,  but  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  areas 
of  the  Province  enclosed  by  dykes.

In  those  portions  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  south  and  east  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railway  (Vancouver  to  Jasper), 
and  south  of  the  Louis  Creek-Agate  Bay  Road, 
and  in  the  Salmon  Arm,  North  and  South  Okana¬ 
gan,  Grand  Forks-Greenwood,  Nelson-Creston, 
Kaslo-Slocan,  Rossland-Trail,  Revelstoke,  Similka- 
meen,  and  Yale  Electoral  Districts,  October  1st  to 
November  29th. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  bird  during  the  night,  which,  for 
the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  means  during  the 
period  ending  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  and 
beginning  the  preceding  evening  at  the  following 
times:  In  those  portions  of  the  Eastern  District 
known  as  the  Salmon  Arm,  North  and  South 
Okanagan,  Grand  Forks-Greenwood,  Similkameen, 
and  Yale  Electoral  Districts: — 

(a)  From  October  1st  to  14th _ 6.00  p.m. 

( b )  From  October  15th  to  31st _ 5.25  p.m. 

(c)  From  November  1st  to  14th _ 5.00  p.m.

(ft)  From  February  15th  to  29th  6.00  p.m. 

and  in  the  remaining  portions  of  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict  the  hunting  of  migratory  game  birds  shall  be 
only  allowed  or  permissible  during  the  period  one- 
half  hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after 
sunset. 

Bag-limits 

Throughout  the  Province. — COOTS:  Daily  bag- 
limit,  25;  season  bag-limit,  150.  DUCKS  (except 
Wood  and  Eider  Durks):  Daily  bag-limit,  8  in 
the  aggregate  of  all  kinds;  season  bag-limit,  100  in 
the  aggregate.  GEESE  and  BLACK  BRANT: 
Daily  bag-limit,  5  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds; 
season  bag-limit,  25  in  the  aggregate.  Except  in 
the  Nelson-Creston  Electoral  District,  wherein  the 
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daily  bag-limit  shall  be  3  in  the  aggregate  of  all 
kinds  and  the  season  bag-limit  shall  be  18  Geese 
in  the  aggregate. 

Provided,  further,  no  one  shall  have  in  his 
possession  at  any  time  more  than  sixteen  (16) 
Ducks  or  more  than  ten  (10)  Geese. 

WILSON’S  SNIPE:  Daily  bag-limit,  8;  season 
bag-limit,  50. 

Western  District. — PIGEONS  (BAND-TAILED): 
Daily  bag-limit,  10;  season  bag-limit,  50. 

Upland  Game  Birds 

Eastern  District. — EUROPEAN  PARTRIDGE 
and  CALIFORNIA  QUAIL,  see  note  under  the 
heading  “  Pheasants — Eastern  District.” 

Western  District. — EUROPEAN  PARTRIDGE 
and  CALIFORNIA  QUAIL,  no  open  season  will 
be  in  effect  in  any  portion  of  the  Western  District. 

Eastern  District. — GROUSE  (BLUE,  FRANK¬ 
LIN’S  and  RUFFED  or  WILLOW'),  in  those  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Fort  George,  Omineca,  and  Atlin  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts  situate  and  lying  north  of  the  56th 
parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  in  the  Peace  River 
Electoral  District,  September  15th  to  October  31st. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Atlin,  Skeena,  Omineca, 
and  Fort  George  Electoral  Districts  situate  and 
lying  south  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  latitude, 
September  15th  to  October  15th. 

In  the  Fernie,  Columbia,  and  Cranbrook  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts,  and  in  that  portion  of  the  Nelson- 
Creston  Electoral  District  lying  east  of  Kootenay 
Lake  and  River,  October  1st  to  October  31st. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  (except  Willow  or  Ruffed  Grouse  in  the 
Revelstoke  Electoral  District),  September  15th  to 
October  15th. 

WILLOW  or  RUFFED  GROUSE,  in  the  Revel¬ 
stoke  Electoral  District,  October  1st  to  October 
15th. 

Western  District. — GROUSE  (BLUE  ONLY), 
throughout  Vancouver  Island,  Quadra  Island,  and 
the  Nanaimo  and  The  Islands  Electoral  District, 
September  15th  to  October  31st. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Western  District  situate 
and  lying  north  of  a  straight  line  running  from 
Oyster  River,  on  Vancouver  Island,  to  Sarah  Point, 
on  the  Mainland  (except  Quadra  Island),  Septem¬ 
ber  8th  to  October  31st. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict  (except  Texada  Island),  September  15th  to 
September  30th. 

GROUSE  (RUFFED,  commonly  called  WIL¬ 
LOW),  throughout  Vancouver  Island,  Quadra 
Island,  Nanaimo  and  The  Islands  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict,  and  in  those  portions  of  the  Western  District 
situate  and  lying  north  of  a  straight  line  running 
from  Oyster  River,  on  Vancouver  Island,  to  Sarah 
Point,  on  the  Mainland,  October  13th  to  October 
31st. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict,  October  20th  to  October  31st. 

Eastern  District.  —  GROUSE  (PRAIRIE- 
CHICKEN  or  SHARP-TAILED),  in  those  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Fort  George,  Omineca,  and  Atlin  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts  situate  and  lying  north  of  the  56th 
parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  in  the  Peace  River 
Electoral  District,  September  15th  to  October  31st. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Atlin,  Skeena,  Omineca, 
and  Fort  George  Electoral  Districts  situate  and 
lying  to  the  south  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  and  in  the  Cariboo  and  Lillooet  Electoral 
Districts,  September  15th  to  October  15th. 

In  the  Cranbrook,  Columbia,  and  Fernie  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts,  October  1st  to  October  31st. 

PTARMIGAN,  in  those  portions  of  the  Fort 
George,  Omineca,  and  Atlin  Electoral  Districts 
situate  and  lying  north  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  and  in  the  Peace  River  Electoral  District, 
September  1st  to  October  31st. 

In  the  Cranbrook,  Columbia,  and  Fernie  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts,  October  1st  to  October  31st. 

Western  District. — PTARMIGAN,  in  the  Prince 
Rupert  Electoral  District,  September  8th  to  Octo¬ 
ber  15th. 

Eastern  District. — PHEASANTS.  Until  a  scien¬ 
tific  survey,  at  present  in  progress,  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  in  reference  to  Pheasant  populations  in  the 


Eastern  District,  no  open  season  has  been  provided 
for,  but  it  is  possible  that  a  short  open  season  may 
be  allowed,  and  a  definite  announcement  in  this 
regard  will  be  made  not  later  than  October  1st  next. 
These  remarks  also  apply  in  respect  to  open  sea¬ 
sons  for  California  Quail  and  European  Partridge. 

Western  District.  —  PHEASANTS  (COCK 
BIRDS  ONLY),  on  Vancouver  island  (except  that 
portion  situate  and  lying  north  of  Oyster  River  and 
that  portion  of  the  Alberni  Electoral  District  situ¬ 
ate  and  lying  to  the  west  of  the  Beaufort  Range), 
October  13th  to  November  11th. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Alberni  Electoral  District 
situate  and  lying  west  of  the  Beaufort  Range,  Octo¬ 
ber  13th  to  October  31st. 

On  Saltspring  Island,  Mayne  Island,  and  that 
portion  of  the  Prince  Rupert  Electoral  District 
known  as  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  October 
13th  to  October  31st. 

On  the  Mainland  (except  those  portions  thereof 
known  as  the  Squamish  Valley,  and  that  area  situ¬ 
ate  and  lying  between  Howe  Sound  and  Toba  Inlet, 
and  that  further  portion  known  as  the  Skeena  Elec¬ 
toral  District),  October  20th  to  November  4th. 

Provided  that  the  shooting  of  Pheasants  is  pro¬ 
hibited  in  the  North  Saanich  District,  on  Vancou¬ 
ver  Island,  on  the  following  days,  namely:  October 
14th,  21st,  28th,  and  November  4th  and  11th,  and, 
further,  the  hunting  or  shooting  of  Pheasants  in 
the  districts  mentioned  herein  and  provided  with 
an  open  season  shall  be,  on  each  and  every  day 
during  such  open  season,  from  sunrise  to  one-half 
hour  after  sunset. 

Bag-limits 

Eastern  District. — GROUSE  and  PTARMIGAN 
(except  Prairie-Chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse): 
In  the  Fernie,  Columbia,  and  Cranbrook  Electoral 
Districts  no  one  shall  kill,  take,  or  have  in  posses¬ 
sion  in  any  one  day  more  than  3  Grouse  of  any 
species  other  than  Blue  Grouse,  and  the  total  daily 
bag-limit  shall  be  6  in  the  aggregate;  season  bag- 
limit,  24  in  the  aggregate,  and  provided  no  one 
shall  have  in  his  possession  in  said  electoral  dis¬ 
tricts  at  any  one  time  more  than  two  days’  bag- 
limit.  Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern 
District,  daily  bag-limit,  not  more  than  6  of  any 
one  species  or  8  of  all  species  in  the  aggregate; 
season  bag-limit,  24  in  the  aggregate. 

PRAIRIE-CHICKEN  or  SHARP-TAILED 
GROUSE:  In  the  Peace  River  Electoral  District, 
daily  bag-limit,  6;  season  bag-limit,  24.  Through¬ 
out  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District  provided 
with  an  open  season,  daily  bag-limit,  2;  season 
bag-limit,  12. 

Western  District. — GROUSE:  Daily  bag-limit, 
6,  of  which  2  may  be  Willow  or  Ruffed  Grouse,  if 
an  open  season  is  provided  thereon;  season  bag- 
limit,  24  in  the  aggregate;  provided  that  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island  no  person  shall  have  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  at  any  one  time  more  than  two  days’  bag-limit. 

PTARMIGAN:  Daily  bag-limit,  4;  season  bag- 
limit,  24. 

Western  District.  —  PHEASANTS  (COCK 
BIRDS  ONLY):  Daily  bag-limit,  2;  season  bag- 
limit,  10. 

No  person  shall,  in  any  district  designated  in 
these  regulations,  kill  or  take  on  any  one  day  any 
greater  number  of  game  birds  than  the  daily  bag- 
limit  mentioned,  nor  kill  or  take  or  have  in  his 
possession  during  the  entire  open  season  more 
game  birds  than  the  maximum  number  permitted 
to  be  killed,  taken,  or  had  in  possession  in  any 
district. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at  any 
time  kill,  or  take,  or  have  in  his  possession  during 
the  entire  open  season  more  big-game  animals  than 
the  maximum  number  permitted  to  be  killed,  taken, 
or  had  in  possession  in  any  district. 

Section  2 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection  (1)  of 
section  26  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the  buying, 
selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big  game,  so 
far  as  same  relate  to  game  lawfully  killed  or  taken, 
are  hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and  within  the 
periods  and  limits  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  set  out,  as  follows: — 
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(a)  MOOSE  and  CARIBOO,  bulls  over  one 
year  old,  in  the  Atlin  and  Omineca  Electoral  Dis¬ 
tricts,  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north  latitude, 
September  1st  to  December  15th. 

( b )  BEAR  (except  White  or  Kermodei  Bear), 
throughout  the  Province,  at  any  time  during  the 
open  season. 

Provided  that  no  other  big  game  or  portion 
thereof  shall  be  sold  in  the  Province. 

PROHIBITIONS,  CLOSED  AREAS,  ETC. 

Section  3 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of  the 
Province,  namely: — 

Western  District 

(a)  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert  Electoral 
District. 

( b )  That  portion  of  the  Mackenzie  Electoral 
District,  in  the  vicinity  of  Ocean  Falls,  described 
as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the  point  of  inter¬ 
section  of  the  southerly  boundary  of  Lot  1153  and 
west  shore  of  Cousins  Inlet;  thence  westerly  1,800 
feet;  thence  northerly  3,000  feet;  thence  easterly 
3,000  feet;  thence  northerly  1,500  feet;  thence 
easterly  1,500  feet;  thence  northerly  1,500  feet; 
thence  easterly  600  feet;  thence  northerly  4,400 
feet;  thence  easterly  3,000  feet;  thence  southerly 

2.500  feet;  thence  easterly  13,000  feet  to  the  inter¬ 
section  of  the  northerly  boundary  of  Lot  205  and 
the  west  shore  of  Link  Lake;  thence  following  the 
west  shore  of  said  lake  in  a  south-westerly  direction 
to  its  intersection  with  the  south  boundary  of  Lot 
1151;  thence  westerly  7,300  feet;  thence  northerly 

1.500  feet;  thence  westerly  2,500  feet;  thence 
north-westerly  5,600  feet  to  a  point  on  the  west 
shore  of  Cousins  Inlet  at  the  mouth  of  Martin 
River;  thence  following  the  west  shore  of  Cousins 
Inlet  in  a  south-westerly  direction  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

(c)  That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and 
vicinity  described  as  follows:  “Between  high-water 
mark  on  Vancouver  Island  and  a  line  drawn  as 
follows:  Commencing  at  Brechin  Point,  Departure 
Bay,  near  the  City  of  Nanaimo;  thence  in  an 
easterly  direction  to  the  most  westerly  point  of 
Newcastle  Island;  thence  along  the  shore-line  of 
Newcastle  Island  in  a  northerly,  easterly,  and 
southerly  direction  to  the  most  easterly  point  of 
said  island;  thence  to  the  most  westerly  point  of 
Protection  Island;  thence  south-easterly  to  Gallows 
Point  on  Protection  Island;  thence  to  Jacks  Point 
on  Vancouver  Island;  thence  in  a  westerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  Stevens  and  Wright’s  shingle-mill  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island.” 

( d )  That  portion  of  the  Mackenzie  Electoral 
District  known  as  Minstrel  Island  Harbour,  or 
more  particularly  all  that  area  from  the  north-east 
corner  of  Lot  648  to  a  sign  posted  on  the  shore¬ 
line  approximately  one-half  mile  south-east  of  the 
wharf  at  or  in  the  harbour  of  Ministrel  Island, 
wherein  the  discharge  of  firearms  of  any  kind  is 
prohibited  at  any  time. 

( e )  That  portion  of  the  Comox  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the 
junction  of  the  Campbell  River  and  the  Island 
Highway;  thence  in  a  north-westerly  direction 
along  the  said  Island  Highway  to  the  Salmon  River 
Bridge  at  Sayward;  thence  southerly  along  the 
east  bank  of  said  river  to  its  intersection  with 
White  River;  thence  southerly  along  the  east  bank 
of  White  River  to  the  50th  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude;  thence  easterly  along  said  parallel  of  latitude 
and  the  northern  boundary  of  Strathcona  Park  to 
the  north-east  corner  of  said  park;  thence  along 
the  east  boundary  of  said  park  to  where  it  inter¬ 
sects  with  the  west  shore-line  of  Buttles  Lake; 
thence  in  a  northerly  direction  along  the  west 
shore-line  of  said  lake  to  Campbell  River;  thence 
along  the  east  bank  of  said  river  to  Upper  Camp¬ 
bell  Lake;  thence  along  the  south  shore-line  of 
said  lake,  Campbell  Lake  and  River  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  deer. 


(/)  That  portion  of  the  Esquimalt  Electoral 
District  as  follows:  “All  that  portion  of  Esquimalt 
Harbour  and  Royal  Roads  below  high-water  mark 
situate  and  lying  north  of  a  straight  line  extending 
from  the  north-east  end  of  Lagoon  Spit  and 
Macaulay  Point.” 

That  further  portion  of  the  Esquimalt  Electoral 
District  as  follows:  “Within  one  hundred  (100) 
yards  on  either  side  of  the  Sooke  Lake  water-flow 
lying  between  Sooke  Lake  and  Humpback  Reser¬ 
voir.”  The  discharge  of  firearms  on  or  across  this 
water-flow  line  for  any  purpose  is  prohibited. 

(g)  No  person  shall  hunt  or  shoot  migratory 
game  birds  below  high-water  mark  in  those  waters 
of  Vancouver  Island  known  as  Brentwood  Bay  and 
Tod  Inlet  extending  south  of  a  straight  line  running 
east  and  west  from  Sluggett  Point  to  Willis  Point 
and  all  that  strip  of  land  covered  by  water,  in 
width  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet,  measured  sea¬ 
ward  from  high-water  mark  of  the  easterly  shore 
of  Vancouver  Island,  and  which  extends  from  the 
northerly  extremity  of  the  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the 
Albert  Head  Lighthouse,  Esquimalt  Land  District, 
as  well  as  that  strip  of  land  three  hundred  (300) 
feet  in  width  measured  inland  from  said  high-water 
mark,  and  which  extends  from  the  southerly  ex¬ 
tremity  of  said  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the  said  Albert 
Head  Lighthouse. 

( h )  All  that  parcel  or  tract  of  land  lying  within 
the  following  described  boundaries  and  being  part 
of  Esquimalt  and  Goldstream  Land  Districts: 

“  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Island  Highway,  situated  three  hundred  (300) 
yards  northerly  from  the  junction  of  said  Island 
Highway  with  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road; 
thence  in  a  westerly  direction  parallel  to  and  dis¬ 
tant  therefrom  three  hundred  (300)  yards  from  the 
northerly  boundary  of  the  Island  Highway  to  the 
westerly  boundary  of  the  Esquimalt  Land  District; 
thence  southerly  along  said  boundary  to  the  shore 
of  Langford  Lake;  thence  westerly,  southerly,  and 
easterly  along  the  said  shore  of  Langford  Lake  to 
the  said  westerly  boundary  of  Esquimalt  Land 
District,-  thence  southerly  along  said  boundary  to 
the  southerly  boundary  of  the  Esquimalt  and 
Nanaimo  Railway  right-of-way;  thence  easterly 
along  the  said  southerly  boundary  to  its  intersec¬ 
tion  with  Dunford  Road;  thence  southerly  at  right 
angles  to  the  said  railway  right-of-way  a  distance 
of  three  hundred  (300)  yards;  thence  in  an  east¬ 
erly  direction  parallel  to  and  distant  therefrom 
three  hundred  (300)  yards  from  the  said  railway 
right-of-way  to  the  intersection  of  the  said  right-of- 
way  with  the  Island  Highway;  thence  in  an  east¬ 
erly  direction  parallel  to  and  distant  therefrom 
three  hundred  (300)  yards  from  said  Island  High¬ 
way  to  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  Sooke  and 
Metchosin  Road;  thence  northerly  along  said  west¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road 
and  the  Island  Highway  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

(/)  That  portion  of  Ganges  Harbour  below 
high-water  mark  lying  north  of  a  straight  line  run¬ 
ning  from  Scott  Point  due  west  to  the  nearest  point 
on  the  west  shore-line  of  said  harbour. 

(/')  That  portion  of  the  Surrey  Municipality,  on 
the  Mainland,  described  as  follows;  “Commenc¬ 
ing  at  the  junction  of  Medd  Road  and  Johnstone 
Road;  thence  northerly  along  the  western  bound¬ 
ary  of  Johnstone  Road  to  the  British  Columbia 
Electric  Railway;  thence  north-easterly  and  east¬ 
erly  along  the  northern  boundary  of  the  right-of- 
way  of  said  railway  to  the  junction  of  Livingstone 
(Balfour)  Road;  thence  southerly  along  the  east¬ 
ern  boundary  of  said  road  to  Medd  Road;  thence 
westerly  along  the  southern  boundary  of  Medd 
Road  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

(A)  That  portion  of  the  Dewdney  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  known  as  the  Colony  Farm,  and  that  further 
portion  of  said  electoral  district  in  the  vicinity  of 
Harrison  Hot  Springs  more  particularly  described 
as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the  mouth  of  an 
unnamed  slough  entering  Harrison  Lake  west  of 
the  Harrison  Hot  Springs  Hotel;  thence  along  the 
south  shore-line  of  said  unnamed  slough  to  the 
Agassiz-Harrison  Highway;  thence  northerly  along

(n)  All  and  singular  that  area  or  tract  of  land, 
in  or  near  the  Village  of  Ladner,  situate,  lying,  and 
being  in  the  Municipality  of  Delta,  and  which  may 
be  more  particularly  described  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
mencing  at  a  point  on  the  west  boundary-line  of 
Green  Road  at  intersection  of  south  boundary  of 
District  Lot  116,  Group  2;  thence  westerly  along 
the  south  boundary  of  said  lot  to  Chilukthan 
Slough;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly  bank 
of  said  slough  to  the  intersection  of  north  bound¬ 
ary  of  King  Edward  Street  produced;  thence  west¬ 
erly  along  north  boundary  of  King  Edward  Street 
produced  and  continuing  along  north  boundary  of 
said  street  to  east  boundary  of  Fairview  Road;

ary  of  Lot  1138  to  the  northern  boundary  of  Lot 
1120;  thence  westerly  along  the  northern  bound¬ 
ary  of  Lot  1120  to  the  north-west  corner  of  said 
lot;  thence  southerly  along  the  western  boundaries 
of  Lots  1120,  887,  and  606  to  the  south-west  cor¬ 
ner  of  Lot  606;  thence  easterly  along  the  southern 
boundary  of  Lot  606  to  the  western  boundary  of 
Lot  447;  thence  southerly  and  easterly  along  the 
boundaries  of  Lot  447  to  the  northern  bank  of 
Quilchena  Creek;  thence  northerly  and  easterly 
along  the  northern  bank  of  said  creek  to  the  east¬ 
ern  boundary  of  Lot  490;  thence  northerly  along 
the  eastern  boundary  of  Lot  490  to  the  south 
boundary  of  Lot  695;  thence  easterly  along  the 
southern  boundary  of  Lot  695  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  said  lot;  thence  northerly  along  the  east¬ 
ern  boundary  of  Lot  695  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement,  all  lots  mentioned  herein  being  in  the 
Kamloops  Division  of  Yale  District.” 


(c)  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “All  waters  of  the 
North  Thompson,  South  Thompson,  and  I  homp- 
son  Rivers  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Canadian 
National  Railway  Bridge  (main  line)  at  Kamloops 
Junction  and  on  the  east  by  the  Kamloops— Blue 
River  Highway  Bridge  at  Kamloops,  and  on  the 
west  by  the  Kamloops-Tranquille  Highway  Bridge.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

\d)  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at 
7-mile  post  on  the  Canadian  National  Railway; 
thence  in  a  straight  line  directly  south  to  the 
transmission-line  of  the  British  Columbia  Power 
Commission;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  along 
said  power-line  for  a  distance  of  two  thousand 
eight  hundred  (2,800)  feet;  thence  in  a  straight 
line  directly  south  to  low-water  mark  on  Kamloops 
Lake;  thence  in  a  north-westerly  direction  follow¬ 
ing  the  shore-line  of  said  lake  to  the  mouth  of 
Tranquille  River;  thence  in  a  north-easterly  direc¬ 
tion  following  the  west  bank  of  said  river  to  its 
junction  with  the  Canadian  National  Railway; 
thence  along  the  south  boundary  of  the  right-of- 
way  of  the  said  railway  in  an  easterly  direction  to 
the  point  of  commencement.” 

( e )  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Land  Dis¬ 
trict,  west  of  the  Thompson  River,  and  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  Pass  Lake  area  and  more  particu¬ 
larly  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  Pass 
Lake  Road  at  south-east  corner  of  Section  6,  Town¬ 
ship  22,  Range  18;  thence  one-half  mile  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction  along  the  said  road  to  the 
Ranger  Station  fence;  thence  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  along  said  fence  to  Allies  Mines  Road;  thence 
one  and  one-half  miles  in  a  north-westerly  direction 
along  said  road  to  a  point  one-third  mile  east  of 
the  west  one-quarter  post  of  Section  12,  Township 
22,  Range  19;  thence  following  the  slash  and  bull¬ 
dozed  fire-guard  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in  a 
north-westerly  direction  to  a  point  of  a  shale-slide 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  south-west  of  the  north-west 
corner  of  Section  12,  Township  22,  Range  19; 
thence  one-half  mile  in  a  north-easterly  direction 
along  said  shale-slide;  thence  northerly  one  mile  to 
a  point  one-eighth  of  a  mile  west  of  the  one-quarter 
post  of  Section  24,  Township  22,  Range  19;  thence 
east-south-east  one  and  one-half  miles  across 
Watching  Creek  to  Watching  Creek  Trail  to  a 
point  one-quarter  of  a  mile  east-north-east  of  the 
south-west  corner  of  Section  19,  Township  22, 
Range  18;  thence  one  and  one-half  miles  south 
along  said  trail  to  a  fence;  thence  three  and  one- 
quarter  miles  north-easterly,  south-easterly,  and 
south-westerly  along  said  fence  to  the  east  side  of 
Pass  Lake;  thence  one-quarter  of  a  mile  around 
the  south  end  of  Pass  Lake  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  South  Okanagan  Elec¬ 
toral  District,  in  the  vicinity  of  Kelowna,  known  as 
Lot  M,  Plan  1920,  Osoyoos  Division  of  Yale  Dis¬ 
trict  (comprising  land  surrounding  trout-ponds  near 
Kelowna). 

( g )  That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at 
the  mouth  of  Sicamous  (Two  Mile)  Creek;  thence 
following  the  east  shore-line  of  Mara  Lake,  Sica¬ 
mous  Narrows,  and  Shuswap  Lake  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction  to  Murdock  Point,  which  is 
approximately  two  (2)  miles  north-west  of  Sica¬ 
mous;  thence  in  a  straight  line  in  a  south-easterly 
direction  to  Semaphore  Point,  one  (1)  mile  west  of 
Sicamous;  thence  easterly  along  the  shore-line  of 
Shuswap  Lake  to  Sicamous  Narrows;  thence  south¬ 
erly  following  the  west  shore-line  of  Sicamous 
Narrows  and  Mara  Lake  to  a  point  known  as  Car¬ 
ney’s  Pole-yard,  approximately  two  (2)  miles  south 
of  Sicamous;  thence  in  a  straight  line  in  a  north¬ 
easterly  direction  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  of  Shuswap 
Lake  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipality  of 
Salmon  Arm  lying  south-easterly  of  a  straight  line 
of  approximately  one  and  one-quarter  (1(4)  miles 
in  length,  commencing  at  the  outer  end  of  the 
Salmon  Arm  Wharf;  thence  north-easterly  to  a 
white  marker  where  the  shore-line  of  said  Salmon 
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Arm  of  Shuswap  Lake  intersects  with  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  24, 
Township  20,  Range  10. 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

(/i)  All  that  area  below  extreme  high-water 
mark  on  Ellison  or  Duck  Lake  in  the  South  Okana¬ 
gan  Electoral  District. 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Nelson-Creston  Elec¬ 
toral  District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing 
oh  the  north  shore  of  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay 
Lake  at  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence  following  the 
Duhamel  or  Six  Mile  Creek  Road  to  the  inter¬ 
section  of  the  said  Duhamel  Creek  Road  with  the 
First  West  Fork  of  Duhamel  Creek;  thence  follow¬ 
ing  the  said  West  Fork  to  its  source;  thence  in  a 
southerly  direction  following  the  divide  between 
Duhamel  Creek  and  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay 
Lake  and  Groham  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  Groham 
Creek;  thence  across  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay 
Lake  to  the  south  shore  of  the  West  Arm  to  a  point 
known  as  the  slaughter-house;  thence  following 
the  south  shore  of  the  said  West  Arm  in  an  easterly 
direction  to  a  point  opposite  Willow  Point  Wharf; 
thence  across  the  said  West  Arm  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  District 
described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the 
junction  of  Bovine  (Goat)  Creek  with  the  Elk 
River;  thence  in  a  south-easterly  direction  to  the 
site  of  the  East  Kootenay  Power  and  Light  Com¬ 
pany’s  water-gauge  on  the  Fording  River;  thence 
along  the  west  bank  of  the  Fording  River  to  the 
junction  of  the  said  river  and  the  Elk  River;  thence 
along  the  east  bank  of  the  Elk  River  to  the  point 
of  commencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
not  apply  in  respect  to  the  trapping  of  fur-bearing 
animals. 

( k )  That  portion  of  the  Cariboo  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  within  a  radius  of  one  ( 1 )  mile  of  the  Town- 
site  of  Wells. 

(/)  Within  one  (1)  mile  on  either  side  of  the 
Alaska  Highway,  commencing  at  a  point  on  said 
highway  at  Mile  72.3,  where  the  road  to  the  Beaton 
River  intermediate  landing-field  joins  the  Alaska 
Highway,  and  covering  the  whole  of  the  said  high¬ 
way  from  said  Mile  72.3  north  and  situate  and 
lying  within  the  Province  of  British  Columbia. 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  will 
not  affect  the  trapping  of  fur-bearing  animals  in 
the  said  closed  area. 

( m )  That  portion  of  the  Atlin  Electoral  District 
described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  Mill  Street 
on  the  shore  of  Atlin  Lake;  thence  easterly  to 
First  Street;  thence  northerly  on  First  Street  to 
Watson  Avenue;  thence  east  one  block  along  Wat¬ 
son  Avenue  to  Second  Street;  thence  north  two 
blocks  along  Second  Street  to  Pearl  Avenue;  thence 
east  one  block  along  Pearl  Avenue  to  Third  Street; 
thence  northerly  two  blocks  along  Third  Street  to 
Discovery  Avenue;  thence  easterly  along  said 
avenue  to  Seventh  Street;  thence  southerly  approxi¬ 
mately  three  thousand  eight  hundred  (3,800)  feet 
along  Seventh  Street  to  McKee  Creek  Road;  thence 
south-easterly  approximately  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  fifty  (1,950)  feet  to  Johnson’s  Road; 
thence  westerly  along  Johnson’s  Road  four  thou¬ 
sand  one  hundred  and  forty  (4,140)  feet  to  the 
shore  of  Atlin  Lake;  thence  north-westerly  along 
the  shore  of  said  lake  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  migratory 
game  birds. 

( n )  There  shall  be  no  open  season  on  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Deer  Family  in  those  portions  of  the 
Eastern  District  described  as  follows: — 

In  that  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  District 
as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the  junction  of 
Morrissey  Creek  and  Elk  River;  thence  following 
the  east  and  south  banks  of  Elk  River  to  a  point 
one-half  mile  south  of  the  junction  of  Wigwam  and 
Elk  Rivers;  thence  easterly  following  the  summit 
of  the  watershed  on  the  south  side  of  Wigwam 
River  to  a  point  on  the  said  river  one-half  mile 


south  of  the  junction  of  said  river  and  Lodgepole 
Creek;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  following  the 
summit  of  the  watershed  on  the  south  side  of 
Lodgepole  Creek  to  the  summit  at  the  headwaters 
of  the  said  creek;  thence  northerly  following  the 
summit  of  the  said  watershed  and  westerly  along 
the  summit  on  the  north  side  of  the  said  creek  and 
Meadow  Creek  to  a  point  on  Morrissey  Creek  two 
(2)  miles  north-east  from  the  mouth  of  said  creek; 
thence  along  the  south  bank  of  said  creek  to  the 
point  of  commencement.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Forks-Greenwood 
Electoral  District  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the 
junction  of  Williamson  Creek  and  the  Kettle  River; 
thence  following  the  east  shore-line  of  said  river  in 
a  northerly  direction  to  the  junction  of  Kettle  River 
and  Losthorse  Creek;  thence  along  said  creek  to 
its  source;  thence  following  the  height  of  land  in 
a  southerly  direction  to  a  point  directly  east  of  an 
unnamed  lake  forming  the  source  of  Williamson 
Creek;  thence  westerly  to  the  east  shore-line  of 
said  unnamed  lake;  thence  following  the  south 
shore-line  of  said  lake  and  Williamson  Creek  to 
the  point  of  commencement.” 

In  that  further  portion  of  the  Grand  Forks- 
Greenwood  Electoral  District  taking  in  all  of  the 
watershed  of  the  Kettle  River  and  Rendell  Creek 
from  their  junction  and  thence  in  a  northerly 
direction  for  a  distance  of  approximately  six  (6) 
miles  to  the  mouths  of  Damfino  and  Arthurs 
Creeks. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Lillooet  Electoral  District 
as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the  junction  of  Gun 
Creek  and  the  Bridge  River;  thence  in  an  easterly 
direction  following  the  north  shore-line  of  Bridge 
River  to  the  junction  of  said  river  and  Tyaughton 
Creek;  thence  following  the  centre  line  of  said 
creek  in  an  easterly  and  north-westerly  direction 
to  the  junction  of  an  unnamed  branch  of  Tyaugh¬ 
ton  Creek  approximately  one  (1)  mile  south  of  the 
junction  of  Taylor  Creek  and  Tyaughton  Creek; 
thence  along  the  south  shore-line  of  this  unnamed 
creek  in  a  south-westerly  direction  to  the  head¬ 
waters  of  Pearson  Creek;  thence  along  the  east 
shore-line  of  Pearson  Creek  to  the  junction  of  said 
creek  and  Gun  Creek;  thence  along  the  north 
shore-line  of  Gun  Creek  in  a  south-easterly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Cariboo  Electoral  District 
as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the  Corporated  Vil¬ 
lage  of  Williams  Lake;  thence  in  a  northerly 
direction  along  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  road 
allowance  of  the  road  known  as  the  Cariboo  High¬ 
way  to  Soda  Creek;  thence  southerly  along  the 
east  bank  of  the  Fraser  River  to  Williams  Creek; 
thence  south-easterly  along  the  south  shore-line  of 
said  creek  to  the  Corporated  Village  of  Williams 
Lake  or  otherwise  the  point  of  commencement.” 

The  provisions  of  this  clause  apply  only  in  re¬ 
spect  to  the  hunting  of  Deer. 

(o)  There  shall  be  no  open  season  on  Moose  in 
that  portion  of  the  Eastern  District  described  as 
follows:  “  Commencing  at  Gateway  on  the  Koote¬ 
nay  River  at  the  International  Boundary-line; 
thence  in  a  northerly  and  westerly  direction  along 
the  east  bank  of  the  Kootenay  River  to  the  mouth 
of  Bull  River;  thence  along  the  south  bank  of  Bull 
River  to  the  mouth  of  Iron  Creek;  thence  along 
the  south  bank  of  Iron  Creek  to  its  source;  thence 
following  the  height  of  land  in  a  southerly  and 
easterly  direction  to  the  headwaters  of  Tunnel 
Creek;  thence  along  the  south  bank  of  Tunnel 
Creek  to  the  Elk  River;  thence  along  the  east  bank 
of  Elk  River  to  the  mouth  of  Morrissey  Creek; 
thence  along  the  south  bank  of  said  creek  to  the 
mouth  of  Meadow  Creek;  thence  along  the  south 
bank  of  Meadow  Creek  to  its  source;  thence  fol¬ 
lowing  the  summit  of  the  watershed  of  Meadow 
Creek  to  the  summit  of  the  watershed  on  the  south 
side  of  Lodgepole  Creek;  thence  in  a  south-westerly 
direction  following  the  south  watershed  of  said 
creek  to  a  point  on  Wigwam  River  one-half  mile 
south-easterly  from  the  mouth  of  Lodgepole  Creek; 
thence  in  a  westerly,  southerly,  and  easterly  direc¬ 
tion  following  the  height  of  land  between  Wigwam 
and  Kootenay  Rivers  to  the  International  Bound¬ 
ary-line;  thence  along  said  boundary-line  in  a 
westerly  direction  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 
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Note. — The  closed  areas  mentioned  in  this 
section  are  not  game  reserves.  Game  reserves 
are  set  aside  by  separate  order  or  regulation 
and  consequently  are  not  listed  herein. 

Section  4 

No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill,  or  attempt  to 
kill,  any  Migratory  Game  Bird,  Pheasant,  Par¬ 
tridge,  or  Quail  with  a  rifle,  or  hunt,  as  defined  in 
section  2  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  any  game  birds  in 
any  field  or  on  or  over  any  cultivated  land  by  using 
an  automobile  or  other  vehicle  thereon. 

No  person  shall  discharge  a  firearm  over,  on,  or 
across  any  travelled  road  or  highway  within  the 
boundaries  of  any  municipality,  or  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Esquimalt, 
Cowichan-Newcastle,  Dewdney,  and  Chilliwack, 
and  in  the  North  Saanich  District,  or  any  arterial 
or  primary  highway  anywhere  in  the  Province, 
provided  that  in  the  Municipality  of  Sumas  the 
discharge  of  firearms  of  any  description  on,  over, 
or  within  any  road  allowance  is  prohibited. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
Migratory  Game  Bird  by  the  use  or  aid  of  baiting, 
and  no  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill 
any  Migratory  Game  Bird  within  one-half  mile  of 
any  place,  reserved  or  otherwise,  where  baiting  is 
being  done  or  where  it  has  been  done  less  than 
fourteen  ( 14)  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  open 
season  for  ducks  or  geese  in  the  district  in  which 
the  said  place  is  situated;  and  in  this  section  bait¬ 
ing  means  placing  or  exposing  corn,  wheat,  oats,  or 
other  grain,  or  products  thereof,  or  any  food  or 
other  materials  which  may  have  the  effect  of 
attracting  wild  birds. 

No  person  shall  build  or  construct,  at  any  place 
in  the  Province,  before  the  day  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  the  open  season  for  Migratory  Game  Birds 
at  that  place,  a  blind  of  any  kind  that  can  be  used 
in  connection  with  the  hunting  of  the  said  migra¬ 
tory  game  birds. 

The  use  of  live  decoys  in  the  hunting  or  taking 
of  any  Migratorv  Game  Bird  anywhere  in  the 
Province  is  prohibited.  No  person  shall,  while 
hunting  Migratory  Game  Birds,  have  with  him 
more  than  one  shotgun  at  one  time. 

The  use  of  any  shotgun  equipped  with  a  reflector 
sight  of  any  kind  in  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
game  birds  is  prohibited. 

Section  5 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking,  or  having  in 
possession  of  Quail,  Pheasant,  Prairie-chicken 
(Sharp-tailed  Grouse),  or  Partridge  at  any  place 
when  the  surface  of  the  ground  at  that  place  is 
covered  with  snow. 

Section  6 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any  Moose, 
Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while  swimming, 
and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking  of  any  game  by 
the  use  of  tracer  bullets  and  tracer-shot  shells  is 
prohibited. 

In  the  hunting  of  big  game  the  use  of  any  rifle 
loaded  with  rim-fire  shells,  the  use  of  full  steel 
(hard  point)  metal-cased  bullets,  and  the  use  of 
any  firearm  that  can  be  or  is  classed  as  a  machine 
gun  or  sub-machine  gun  is  prohibited. 

This  regulation  is  not  intended  to  prohibit  the 
use  of  arms  of  the  self-  or  auto-loading  types 
in  which  the  recoil  or  force  of  the  explosion  is 
utilized  to  reload  but  not  to  fire  the  weapon. 

The  killing,  trapping,  or  taking  of  Fur-bearing 
Animals  by  the  use  of  spring-pole  traps  anywhere 
in  the  Province  is  prohibited. 

Section  7 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any 
Game  Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfactory 
proof  to  him  of  the  locality  and  date  on  which 
any  game  was  by  him  killed,  taken,  or  had  in 
possession. 

“  Deer  Family,”  for  the  purpose  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  shall  mean  and  include  Moose,  Caribou, 
Deer,  and  Wapiti  (Elk). 


No  person  shall  have  in  his  possession  the  carcass 
of  any  member  of  the  Deer  Family  or  Mountain- 
sheep  from  which  all  evidences  sufficient  to  indi¬ 
cate  conclusively  the  sex  of  the  animal  have  been 
removed,  unless  the  carcass  has  been  transported 
to  the  place  where  it  is  proposed  to  consume  the 
carcass.  When  head  is  removed  from  carcass, 
some  other  evidence  of  sex  must  be  visible. 

Section  8 

No  Bear  shall  be  trapped  anywhere  in  the  Prov¬ 
ince.  The  hunting  or  shooting  of  Deer  by  the  use 
of  a  shotgun  is  prohibited  throughout  the  Province 
(except  in  any  municipality  which  prohibits  the 
discharge  of  rifles),  and  in  the  Eastern  District  the 
use  of  shotguns  loaded  with  rifled  slugs  is  per¬ 
mitted. 

Section  9 

No  guide  shall  guide  more  than  two  persons  at 
any  one  time  on  any  big-game  hunting-trip,  and  no 
guide  shall  operate  as  such  except  in  the  district 
allocated  to  him  and  as  set  out  on  his  licence.

Regulations  Covering  Honey 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  1854,  approved  the  3rd  day  of  August, 
1951,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  approve  the  following 
regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Fruit,  Vege¬ 
tables,  and  Honey  Grades  Act,”  chapter  133  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948  — 

REGULATIONS  COVERING  HONEY 
C.  Grades  for  Honey 
Classes  for  Honey 

1.  The  following  shall  be  the  classes  for  honey 
other  than  for  shipment  out  of  Canada: — 

(a)  White.  —  When  in  liquid  form  the  honey 
shall  be  no  darker  in  colour  than  a  reading 
of  30  mm.  on  the  Pfund  Honey  Grader. 

( b )  Golden. — When  in  liquid  form  the  honey 
shall  be  no  darker  in  colour  than  a  reading 
of  47  mm.  on  the  Pfund  Honey  Grader. 

(c)  Amber.  —  When  in  liquid  form  the  honey 
shall  be  no  darker  in  colour  than  a  reading 
of  81  mm.  on  the  Pfund  Honey  Grader. 

( d )  Dark.  —  When  in  liquid  form  the  honey 
shall  be  darker  in  colour  than  a  reading  of 
81  mm.  on  the  Pfund  Honey  Grader. 

Grades  for  Honey 

2.  The  following  shall  be  the  grades  for  honey: — 
(a)  No.  1  Grade. — (i)  “No.  1  ”  which  shall  be 
free  from  damage  and  practically  free  of 
foreign  material: 

(ii)  Of  moisture  content  not  exceeding 
17.8  per  cent,  or  with  a  minimum  specific 
gravity  reading  of  1.4184  at  68  degrees 
Fahrenheit  referred  to  water  at  the  same 
temperature,  in  the  domestic  classes  of 
“White,”  “Golden,”  “Amber,”  and  “  Dark  ” 
and  in  the  export  classes  of  “  Extra  White,” 
“  White,”  and  “  Golden  ”;  and 

(iii)  Of  moisture  content  not  exceeding 
18.6  per  cent,  or  with  a  minimum  specific 
gravity  reading  of  1.4129  at  68  degrees 
Fahrenheit  referred  to  water  at  the  same 
temperature,  in  the  export  classes  of  “  Light 
Amber,”  “  Dark  Amber,”  and  “  Dark.” 

( b )  No.  2  Grade. — (i)  “No.  2”  which  shall  be 
free  from  damage  and  fairly  free  of  foreign 
material: 
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(ii)  Of  moisture  content  not  exceeding 
18.6  per  cent,  or  with  a  minimum  specific 
gravity  reading  of  1.4129  at  68  degrees 
Fahrenheit  referred  to  water  at  the  same 
temperature. 

referred  to  water  at  the  same  temperature. 

(c)  No.  3  Grade. — “  No.  3  ”  consisting  of  honey 
which  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  foregoing  grades  but  is  free  from  serious 
damage  and  fairly  free  of  foreign  material 
and  of  moisture  content  not  exceeding  20 
per  cent,  or  with  a  minimum  specific  gravity 
reading  of  1.0433  at  68  degrees  Fahrenheit 
referred  to  water  at  the  same  temperature. 

(d)  When  honey  is  granulated,  it  may,  at  the 
option  of  the  packer,  be  further  graded  as 
being  of  fine,  medium,  or  coarse  texture, 
but  no  honey  shall  be  so  marked  until  it  is 
granulated. 

Definition  of  terms:— 

(i)  “Damage”  means  injury  caused  by  tur¬ 
bidity,  overheating,  or  any  objectionable 
flavour  or  aroma  from  floral  source,  honey 
dew,  smoke  taint,  or  other  flavour  or  aroma 
foreign  to  honey: 

(ii)  “Fairly  free”  means  that  honey  or  its  sur¬ 
face  is  as  clear  as  if  strained  at  temperature 
of  not  more  than  130  degrees  Fahrenheit 
through  a  standard  bolting  cloth  of  23 
meshes  to  the  inch  (Note. — Honey  which 
at  ordinary  extracting  room  temperature 
has  been  strained  without  pressure  through 
a  single  thickness  of  ordinary  fine  cheese¬ 
cloth  and  thereupon  allowed  to  settle  usually 
will  be  fairly  free  of  foreign  material): 

(iii)  “Practically  free”  means  that  the  honey 
or  its  surface  is  as  clear  as  if  strained  at 
temperature  of  not  more  than  130  degrees 
Fahrenheit  through  a  standard  bolting  cloth 
of  86  meshes  to  the  inch  (Note. — Ffoney 
which  at  ordinary  extracting  room  tempera¬ 
ture  has  been  strained  without  pressure 
through  a  double  thickness  of  ordinary  fine 
cheesecloth  and  thereupon  allowed  to  settle 
usually  will  be  practically  free  of  foreign 
material) : 

(iv)  “Serious  damage”  means  an  injury,  defect, 
or  deterioration  seriously  affecting  the  edi¬ 
bility  or  shipping  quality  of  the  honey: 

(v)  “Turbidity”  means  cloudiness  caused  by 
pollen  grains,  minute  air  bubbles,  finely 
divided  wax  particles,  or  other  substances 
that  detract  from  the  clearness  of  the  honey. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to 
proper  classification,  grading,  and  packing,  not 
more  than  10  per  cent  by  count  of  containers  in 
any  lot  graded  as  No.  1  or  No.  2  shall  contain 
honey  that  differs  from  the  class  or  grade  as  marked 
on  the  containers,  but  no  tolerance  shall  be  allowed 
for  any  honey  that  is  below  the  next  lower  class  or 
grade.  No  tolerance  shall  be  allowed  for  serious 
damage  in  honey  graded  as  No.  3. 

Container  Marks 

3.  Other  than  for  shipment  out  of  Canada,  every 
person  who  packs,  ships,  sells,  offers  for  sale,  or 
has  in  his  possession  any  honey  intended  for  sale 
shall  be  responsible  that  each  container  is  plainly 
and  indelibly  marked  as  follows: — 

(a)  Glass  containers:  Name  and  address  of  the 
packer  or  of  the  first  dealer  and  the  word 
“  Honey.”  The  letters  shall  be  of  size  rea¬ 
sonably  in  proportion  to  the  size  and  design 
of  the  label. 

(h)  All  other  containers: — 

(i)  Name  and  address  of  the  packer  or 
of  the  first  dealer: 

(ii)  The  name  of  the  province  of  origin 
and  the  word  “Honey”  (Note.  —  Where 
applicable,  the  Province  of  origin  may  be 
included  in  the  address): 

(iii)  The  class  and  grade: 

(iv)  The  mark  (B)  directly  following  the 
grade  where  the  aroma  or  flavour  of  buck¬ 
wheat  honey  can  be  detected: 

(v)  The  words  “Liquid  Honey”  provided 
the  honey  has  been  treated  to  preserve  its 
original  liquid  form. 


4.  All  marks  required  by  the  preceding  subclause 
shall  appear  on  a  single  face  or  side  of  the  con¬ 
tainer  and  be  in  distinctly  legible  block  letters  of 
minimum  size  as  follows: — 

(i)  On  containers  up  to  and  including  10  pounds 
capacity,  one-eighth  inch  in  length: 

(ii)  On  containers  of  more  than  10  pounds 
capacity,  one-quarter  inch  in  length. 

5.  Any  person  who  ships  honey  other  than  his 
own  pack  may  use  a  number  to  designate  the 
packer,  provided  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  packers  with  corresponding  numbers  allotted 
is  filed  annually  with  the  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture.  In  such  cases  the  name  and  address  of  the 
shipper  as  well  as  the  packer’s  allotted  number 
shall  be  marked  on  the  container. 

6.  In  the  case  of  granulated  honey  only,  the 
words  “  Fine  ”  or  “  Medium  ”  or  “  Coarse  ”  may 
be  added  after  the  class  and  grade  designation  on 
containers  and  packages,  to  indicate  the  texture  of 
the  honey,  e.g.,  “  Golden  No.  1  Coarse.”  Where 
such  indication  of  texture  is  made,  it  shall  be  in 
letters  of  the  same  size  as  the  class  and  grade  marks. 

Containers  and  Packages 

7.  Honey  shall  be  packed  in  clean,  sound,  and 
strongly  constructed  containers. 

(2)  Containers  of  honey  shall  be  packed  in 
clean,  well-constructed  packages  in  good 
condition  and  which  are  not  defaced  by  old 
markings. 

(3)  Containers  of  extracted  honey  shall  be  se¬ 
curely  closed  by  means  of  screw  caps,  fric¬ 
tion  top  lids,  bungs,  or  otherwise  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Sanitary  Conditions 

8.  The  following  sanitary  conditions  shall  be 
observed  and  maintained: — 

(a)  All  buildings  or  rooms  in  which  honey  is 
extracted,  packed,  or  stored  shall  be  main¬ 
tained  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

( b )  All  appliances,  including  extractors,  pumps, 
tanks,  uncapping  machines,  or  other  equip¬ 
ment  used  in  the  handling  of  honey  from 
the  apiary  to  the  final  containers,  shall  be 
kept  clean  and  sanitary. 

(c)  All  operations  in  connection  with  the  prep¬ 
aration  and  packing  of  honey  shall  be  car¬ 
ried  on  carefully  and  with  strict  cleanliness. 

(d)  All  persons  engaged  in  the  preparation, 
handling,  and  packing  of  honey  shall  be 
free  from  any  communicable  disease,  and 
the  covering  used  by  them  to  protect  their 
clothing  or  persons  shall  be  of  material 
easily  cleaned  and  shall  be  kept  reasonably 
clean. 

(e)  No  lavatory,  sink,  cesspool,  or  buildings  in 
which  animals  are  housed  shall  be  so  situ¬ 
ated  or  maintained  as  to  permit  any  odours 
or  fumes  therefrom  to  pervade  any  room  or 
building  in  which  honey  is  being  extracted, 
packed,  handled,  or  stored. 

(/)  All  honey  intended  to  be  used  for  food 
found  by  an  Inspector  in  any  apiary,  pack¬ 
ing  plant,  or  warehouse  to  be  in  any  way 
unfit  for  food  purposes  shall  be  placed 
under  detention  and  held  for  disposal  as 
the  Minister  may  direct. 

(g)  All  vehicles  used  for  the  transportation  of 
honey  shall  be  clean  and  sanitary  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 

Genera l 

9.  The  applicant  for  inspection  shall  be  respon¬ 
sible  that  notification  is  given  the  Inspector  in 
sufficient  time  prior  to  date  of  shipment  to  allow 
him  to  take  samples  for  determination  of  moisture 
and  other  grade  requirements. 

10.  No  person  shall  use  for  packing  honey  any 
container  or  package  that  has  been  previously 
marked  without  first  completely  obliterating  such 
markings  when  same  are  inconsistent  with  the 
marks  required  by  the  regulations. 

11.  When  there  is  any  noticeable  difference  in 
the  colour  or  quality  of  the  honey  or  when  honey 
from  different  packers  or  producers  is  included  in 
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one  shipment,  the  person  submitting  the  honey  for 
inspection  shall  submit  each  variation  of  each  class, 
grade,  or  pack  in  separate  lots,  each  lot  bearing  a 
distinguishing  mark. 

(2)  Where  any  shipment  of  honey  is  submitted 
for  inspection  in  a  place  considered  unsuit¬ 
able  by  the  Inspector  or  not  sorted  into 
separate  lots  or  not  bearing  the  distinguish¬ 
ing  marks,  or  where  there  is  any  irregularity 
in  the  distinguishing  marks,  the  Inspector 
may  refuse  to  inspect  such  honey  until  it 
has  been  arranged,  sorted,  and  marked  as 
required  by  the  regulations.
